Continuation of 1 3. Other: The applicant's representative expresses two issues of concern within the remarks portion of the after final 
amendment- The first of these concerns involves processing at the node of an information request that is contained in the data packet, 
hlart teaches such features within column 3. lines 20-29. Applicant's representative argues that this passage is not the same processing 
t/pe as claimed in claim 1. Examiner has reevaluated claim 1 and believes that as claimed, the Hart passage does teach the processing 
cf claim 1 , especially if considered that enveloping means are present (column 7, lines 1 1 -24, Hart). The second concern involves "the 
f rst of said processing nodes determining the routing information contained in the further layer in dependence upon only the data packet 
content." The applicant's representative argues that the MCAM of Hart's design uses addresses stored in it's memory to route the packets 
v/ith. However, the examiner is not referring to the MCAM. The examiner is referring to a router to route the packets, not the MCAM 
(column 7, lines 1 1-24, Hart). The MCAM is used when transferring packets from a node in a network type A to a node in a network type 
B. The router is used to transfer data between nodes and is itself a node. 
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
